MORE IMPORTANT THAN WAR. 


Battles Might Be Forgotten, but Time 
Was Reckoned and Events Dated 
From the Years of the Olympiads 
The Fivefold Contest, the Pentathlon, 


According to tradition, the oldest ot 
all Olympian games were established 
by Zeus in honor of bis success over 
Chronos in his struggle for the sov- 
ereignty of heaven. ‘lhe more general 
belief among Greek writers, though, 
was that these famons games were 
instituted by the Idaenn Hercules, the 
eldest of the five brothers to whom 
Rhea confided Zeus after his birth, 
These games were held every fifth 
year, because, according to this story, 
the brothers were five lu number. The 
games were therefore four years 
apart. 

The first of the games, according to 
this tradition, was simply a foot race, 
in which Hercules and his four broth- 
ers were the only contestants. This | 
straightaway foot race continued to! 
be the only Olympic game till the) 
fourteenth Olympiad, when a second | 
contest, the double course, was intro- 
duced—t. e, to the end of the course 
and back again. In the eighteenth 
Olympiad they added wrestling and) 
the pentathlon. ‘wenty-live years later | 
boxing was made a part of the exet- 
cise, and four horse races, the pancrat- 
fom and riding races were introduced. 

The pentathion was a tivefold con- 
test In leaping, throwing the disens or } 
quoit, wrestliaug aud hurling the jave- 
Mp. All coutestants were admitted 
first to the leaping contest, and those | 
who crossed a certain space were al- [ 
lowed to hurl the javelin. The four 
most successful in this took part in a | 
The last man tn the race 
dropped out, and the best three threw | 
the quoit. Again the least successful | 
retired, and the better wrestler of the | 
rematning two wou the prize. 

The pancrattum was a rongh and |

feat of the Persians. extended 
| games to Gill five days. 

All Greece regarded the month dur- 
fog which the games were held as a 
holiday. Business of every kind was | 
ata standstill, and even bostile armies 
disbanded aud attended the games as 
friendly vivals. ‘The importance of the 
games tiuy be gathered from the fact | 
that (le Greeks reckoned their time | 
| according (o the games, just as all peo- 
| ple have reckoned {t from the events | 
which seemed to them the most fm- | 
portant 

The Chrisuans refer all time to the 


Mohammedans to the fight of thelr 
prophet and Romans to the year of the | 
founding of their city. But the Greck 
historians used to speak Nike this: 
“This battle was fought In the fourth | 
| year of that Olympiad in which Euryb- | 
otus, the Athenian, won tbe prize tn 
| the course.” While a war might be for- 
| gotten, an Olymplad would never be. 
Those who were victors were ac- 
corded the most extravagant honors, 
Their enthusiastic countrymen would | 
escort them homme with unbounded de- | 
light, and they were given the bighest 
seats of honor at every public festiv- | 
ity.

The guinea ts a gold coln current for 
21 shillings sterling, or about $5, but it 
has not been coined since the issue of | 
the sovereign in 1817.

On the other 
hand, those astute cambists have 
been known to growl at a few thous- 
and sterling added to the price of a 
valuable pleture by the adbesion to the 
guinea style of bidding.

The greatest natural wonder fn Java, 
if not in the entire world, is the justly 
celebrated “Gheko Kamdka Gumko,” or 
“Home of the Hot Devils,” known to 
the world as the Island of Fire. ‘This 
Geological singularity is really a Inke 
of boiling mud situated at about the 
center of the plains of Grobogana and 
is called an Island because the great 
emerald sea of vegetation which sur- 
rounds it gives it that appearance. 

The “island” ts about two miles fn 
circumference and ts situated at a dis- 
tance of almost exactly fifty miles from 
Solo, Near the center of this geological 
freak Immense columns of soft, hot 
mud may be seen continually rising 
and falling like great timbers thrust 
through the bolling substratum by giant 
bands and then again quickly with- 
drawn, Besides the phenomenon of 
the boiling mud columns thero are 
scores of gigantic bubbles of hot slime 
that fill up like buge balloons and keep 
up 2 series of constant explosions, the 
intensity of the detonations varying 
with the size of the bubble, 

In time past, so the Javanese autfior- 
ities say, there was a tall spirelike col- 
umn of baked mud on the west edge of 
the lake which constantly belched a 
pure stream of cold water, but this bas 
long been obliterated, and everything 
is now a seething mass of bubbling 
mud and slime, 


THE HISTORY OF ZINC. 


Introduced Into Europe From india 
Under Several Names. 

Zine was introduced tnto Europe tn 
the seventeenth or eighteenth century 
by men from India. It was known 
then as calaem, splauter or tuttanego 
and was the saine metal which the fa- 
mous alchemist, Andreas Lebavius, de- 
scribed tn 1606 and which he declared 
consisted of silver, cadmia, mercury 
and arsenic. 

Late in the sixteenth century keen 
competition was golng on between the 
Portuguese and the Dutch in the In- 
dian seas, and, a Portuguese ship hay- 
Ing been captured by the Dutch, her 
cargo of calacm or “Indian tin” found 
its way tnto Europe. Nobody at that 
time knew what it was, and {t was a 
Plece of this cargo that became the 
subject of analysis by Lebavius. 

Zine, it seems, was first produced tn 
Indla, but soon became an Important 
industry In China. The first Chinese 
book which mentions zine, calling it ya- 
Yuen, accoréing to the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, Is the Tienkonggaiou, 
or Technical Encyclopedia. China was

CALVES 
MAKE BIG GAINS; 


The first great thing to learn im 
feeding cattle is economy of produc- 
tion. Many farmers in making their 
calculations as to whether some of 
their farming pays take no account of 
labor, writes an Iowa feeder in Orange 
Judd Farmer. As all labor on my 
farm is hired and as I never do any 
manual labor myself, it behooves me 
in all my farming operations to first of 
all get my labor down to a straight 
business proposition. 

Years ago I used to feed my cattle 
corn twice a day until one duy I ran 
across Professor Henry's book and 
there saw the statement that many 
cattlemen fed only once a day. 

I have in my yards at present 800 
head of calves, All are well bred 
Herefords, bought from one ranch in 
Nebraska. They were weaned the day 
prior to shipping and were received 
Oct. 23. These calves on Jan. 11 were 
being fed 2,500 pounds of corn and 
cob meal, 500 pounds of oats, 1,800 
pounds of clover or alfalfa hay and 
600 pounds of oat straw. The corn 


and cob meal will be slowly increased 
so that as the calves increase in size 
they will get all the grain they can 


Crossing cows of a coarse descrip-

is never broken even for haying or bar- 
vest onless I pay the men overtime, 

Many young feeders make the great 
mistake of trying to push thelr cattle 
too rapidly. Never forget that the best 
and biggest gains are made the first 
month on the smallest amount or 
grain. It is not blg gains that pay. It 
is economical gains. Every feeder 
when he gets his cattle ought to have 
his ration figured out—thet is, his 
cheapest ration. No two years are 
alike in this. If clover or alfalfa is 
worth $7 per ton and corn 60 cents per 
bushe! the ration might be for a 1,000 
pound steer, nineteen pounds ear corn 
and twenty pounds hay, whereas, if the 
clover or alfalfa is $10 to $12 a ton and 
corn less than 40 cents a bushel, it 
might better be a ration of ten pounds 
clover and. tweuty-fivre pounds ear corn, 
If you bave straw or fodder work it 
into your ration according to quantity 
or price. 


Soiling Crops Fer Cows. 

Solling crops should be used more 
extensively by dairymen, Ip sections 
of the country where land ts very high 
and the farmer forced to employ every 
possible means of making it produce 
as much food as possible soiling Is 
common, This is noticeable in por- 
tions of Europe where the cows are 
kept up most of the time and where 
every acre must produce a targe 
amount of feed. But while we have 
pastures and silos we will not be fore- 
ed to follow solling, Yet there are 
many dairymen who could use a few 
acres of soiling crops very protitably. 
iby using barnyard manure very liber- 
ally a few acres ip soiling crops would 
be of great value.

Juries were intimidated 
by the frowns and persuasions of the 
court and by the outbreakings of the 
multitude that crowded the place of 
trial to render verdicts against thelr 
own consciences and judgment.” He 
cites oné case, that of Rebecca Nurse, 
In which the jury actually bad the 
courage to bring in a verdict of not 
guilty, whereupon “the accusers rale 
ed a great outcry and the judges were 
overcome by the clamor.’ ‘The jury 
was sent back, returved with a verdict 
of guilty, and the woman was accord- 
ingly executed.—Boston Herald,

Resented

When the war between the states 
broke out George Hurris was ready 
for college.

A mortgage may be consid 
ered as a deed of the iand which te- 
vests the title in the original owner or 
his successor on the paying off of the 
Mortgage or the bond or note which 
the mortgage secures, 

Mortgages are recorded in public 
offices, called registers, recorders or 
county clerks’ offices, in much the same 
way that deeds are, sv that any one 
buying the land is bound to take no- 
tice of them, and the land is bound by 
them, no matter to whom the land Is 
conveyed, and no one bas a right to 
say that he bought the land not know- 
ing that a mortgage was on it, for he 
fe presumed by law to know such 
facta, as a search of the title in these 
public offices would reveal. 

If, however, the holder of the mort- 
gage does not cause the mortgage to 
be recorded then any innocent pur- 
chaser of the land can take it clear of 
the Ilen of the mortgage. 

Ip no particular has the law of this 
country gone further than tn the effort 
to secure the title of the landowner 
and the security of the mortgage hold- 
er, and no investments are more high- 
ly regarded by the conservative busi- 
ness man than those founded on the 
imperishable surface of the earth.— 
Christian Herald. 


UMBRELLA HANDLES. 


In France They Shape Them as They 
Grow In Nurseries. 

Most of the handles of canes, alpen- 
stocks, parasols and umbrellas used in 
France are grown in nurseries. Ash, | 
maple, oak, chestnut and other woods | 
are used. In the early part of the first | 
year after planting the young trees” 
are cut near the ground to bring about | 
the formation of numerous sprouts. 
The lower branches are removed, and 
only a plume of leaves ts left. | 

Early in the spring the sprouts are 
subjected to a surgical operation. | 
Their bark {s cut, and the wood ts. 
carved in different designs, which are— 
swollen by the sap and grow in high) 
relief as the tree develops. Special in- 
struments are used for the cutting and, 
designing. Thus curved, the sprouts | 
grow for three years. 

At the end of the third year the for- 
est of umbrella handles is cut, and the 
cuts are dried in the sun and then giv- 
en a vapor bath, after whicb they are 
put into the hands of skilled workmen, | 
who peel them with one quick move- 
ment. 

When skinned the peelers cut them 
to the required lengths and send them 
to the umbrella maker, who varnishes | 
them. If the shape desired is a ring | 
or other open form a ring or oval or 
square is grafted to the natural stalk, 
bound closely, and left to grow into, 
place.—Harper’s.

Among them are millionaires, men 
of great families bearing well known 
titles, heads of houses, lost to the 
world by their blindness. Among them 
are blind men who dress with scrupu-: 
lous coquetry, faultlessly frock-coated, 
in hi¢h hats whose polish might.serve 
pretty women for a mirror, There are 
} those who wear the monocle, glance 
round as if taking interest, and pat 
their paid guides gaily on the shoulder 
--not to have the look of -being led. 

There are others, powerful in family 
influence and riches, who go morose, 
slouching in neglected clothes, Their 
only réal companions, fellow clubmen, 
cannot see them 

So, the six blind players handled 
their cards with smiles of satisfaetior. 
or frowns of impatience. They had no 
heed to train their faces, hey use 
their voices for deception, or keep si- 
}lence. One tall, sallow plunger—the 
| forgotten scion of a great Jewish fam- 
ily foremost in finances—received ace 
jhigh on the deal. That man knew 
each card before |, at his elbow, saw 
} it. His light fingers read their corner 
pointings, with nonchalent deftness, 
ithat would have baffled the late Mr. 
Sheedy. He had been blind from boy- 
hood, when he rescued a small sister

A bad inherita’ ce o ten ean be over- 
rome by a good environment. 

A mother, whose child has tuberen- 
lous inheritance. should take great 
| precautions to prevent him trom. con- 
tracting the di-ense. 

Cowa milk is the source of fully 
one-half of the cases of intestinal tu- 
\berculosis in children — a disease, 
| which, if contracted under one year, 
nearly always is fatal, 

Next ‘to food comes fresh air. The 
child should take all his naps out of 
doors, and at night a window should 
always be open, but without too many 
moving currents of air.

The blood cells are important nem.

75,000,000,000 of the ted bloud cells 
alone, These red vlood cells move tn 
the blood currents, carrying through 
the arteries each tts ttle toad of ox- 
ygen, which 1 transports to the dis- 
tant tissues that they may be fnvig- 
aQuew, and, re 
iurulng, carrying through the veins the 
debris and waste products of the.sys- 
tem to the great erematory of the 
lungs, where the waste is burned and 
thrown off from the body. 

Like the ships that sall the sea, erch 
cell carries its outgoing cargo and re- 
turns with another one. Some of these 
cells perform the office of special re 
pairers, forcing their way through the 
walls of the blood vessels and pene- 
trating the tissues in order to perform 
, their speci! tasks. 

There are several other kinds of cells 
in the blood besides tho carriers just 
meutioned, There are the wonderful 
soldier and police cells, which matntain 
order and fight battles when necessary. 
The police cells are on the constant 
lookout for germs, bacteria and other 
microscopic disturbers of the peace of 
the body. 

When these Uny policemen discover

FAR DISTANT URANUS. 


Oddities a Visit te This Gigantlo 
Planet Would Disclose, 

If Uranus, which ts a star of about 
the sixth magnitude, were a planet 
like those Httle ones called asteroids, 
which are being discovgged by the 
dozen every yeur, it could not have 
much claim upon popular attention, 
but Uranus fs really a gigantic world, 
more than sixty times as large as ours. 
Its vast distance, about 1,700,000,000 
miles from the earth, ts what causes 
it to look so small. 

Uranus has four moons, which re- 
volve backward in their orbits—that ts 
to say, they revolve from east to west 
around Uranus, while Uranus goes, 
like all the other planets, from west to 
east around the sun. It fs believed 
that Uranus rotates backward on its 
axis also. Moreover, the axis of that 
great, strange globe Nes in such a di- 
rection that in tbe course of {ts year, 
which is equal to eighty-four of our 
years, the sun shines almost perpen- 
dicularly first upon one pole and then 
apon the other. 

Measured by our time standard, 
there are forty years of constant day-
